THAT the maintenance of adequate water levels in Hie Ink- 
country is of vital importance to this district is evidenced by ti t 1 
fact that Congressman Harold Knutson has set in motion the ma 
chinery to consider matters and that the government hearing will 
take place early this spring, a schedule of meetings being a r ­ 
ranged for several towns including Brainerd.

C. Williams, District 
Engineer of the Corps of Engineers, who is preparing for the 
meetings and who will represent the federal government, writes 
to J. E. Could, Commissioner of Came and Fish, as follows: 
“ Replying to yours of the 7th relative to the proposed pre­ 
liminary examination of the headwaters of the Mississippi River, 
I would like to correct what is evidently an erroneous impression 
on your part as to my statement of the impossibility o f maintain­ 
ing a fixed minimum stage in both tin' reservoirs and the connect­ 
ing channels during extended periods of low water. 
The state­ 
ment is correct and has nothing to do with existing laws and 
regulations, excepting, o f course, the laws o f nature. 
“Assuming that in such periods the water supply would he 
sufficient to maintain the connecting channels at the minimum 
stage in their natural state, that is, without the reservoirs. 
As 
soon as the reservoirs reached the minimum stage;, to hold them 
there it would be necessary to reduce the* discharge because of 
evaporation over the, reservoir area. 
This would lower the stage 
in the rivers below the reservoirs.
